Jurists Bare Atrocities 
By French in Bizerte 


GENEVA (AP)—The Inter- 
national Commission of Jurists 
revealed Friday a gruesome re- 
port of summary executions and 
brutality committed during the 
fighting over the French naval 
base on Bizerte last July. 

The commission said its 
three-man inquiry panel inves- 
tigating Tunisian charges of 
French crimes against humanity 
in Bizerte found evidence that 
French paratroopers marched 
more than 200 unarmed Tuni- 
sian prisoners away from in- 
habited areas and mowed them 
down with submachineguns. 

The panel mentioned one case 
where French troops were re- 
ported to have buried alive’ a 
Tunisian soldier who had his 
hands cut off and cried out in 
despair to a witness of the 
burial. 

It also said it found evidence 
of “deliberate mutilations of 
bodies caused by bayonets or 
knives .... before or after 
death.” This included mahy 
Tunisians who had their ears 
cut off, the report said. The 
commission also published the 
photograph of a dead Tunisian 
with a cross in a circle cut into 
his breast, 

The report said: “We think 
it right to add that we have no 
evidence directly implicating 
the sailors or troops ordinarily 
stationed in Bizerte, but only 
the parachute troops brought in 
on and after the 19th of July”

Rolf Christopherson, secretary 
general of the Norwegian Bar 
Association; and Prof. Felix Er- 
macora, Professor of Constitu- 
tional Law ai the University of 
Innsburck, Austria.

Over Berlin Shooting 


BERLIN (UPI)—The United 
States protested to the Russians 
in strongest terms Friday 
against a dawn border incident 
in which American troops came 
under Communist East German 
police machinegun fire. 


Berlin's American command- 
ant Maj. Gen. Albert Watson II 
traveled to the Soviet sector 
borough of Karlshortst to pre- 
sent the protest in a blunt face- 
to-face confrontation with Rus- 
sia’s Berlin commander Col. 
A. V. Solovyev, 


Watson's protest was couch- 
ed in “strongest terms.” an 
American spokesman said, and 
concerned Friday's shooting in- 
cident and other recent border 
shooting incidents by East Ger- 


man police. 

He said Watson entered Com- 
munist territory on his mission 
of rsonal protest. At dawn 
Friday American troops and 
West Berlin police stood firm 
and neither retreated nor re- 
turned a fusilade of Communist 
250 to 300 machinegun and rifle 
fire.

U.N. Urged to Report 


Radioactive Fallout 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI)—Twenty members of the United 
Nations called Friday for a worldwide system for measuring 
radioactive fallout caused by nuclear explosions. 

The proposal was made in a draft resolution on the report of 
the United Nations Scientific Committee on the Effects of Atomic 


Radiation (UNSCEAR). The 
report is the first item on the 
agenda of the General Assem- 
biy’s Special Political Commit- 
tee, which is scheduled to meet 
Monday afternoon. 

In a related development, the 
Assembly's main Political Com- 
mittee Friday afternoon con- 
tinued its procedural debate on 
items related to the arms race. 
committee heard three 
Speakers and then adjourned 
until Monday afternoon with- 
out taking any action. 

The dispute in the main com- 


mittee is whether to give prio- 
rity of debate to the question 


of over-all disarmament as pro- 
posed by Russia, or to Indian 
and U.5S.-British proposals on 
ending nuclear tests. 

The 20-nation resolution ex- 
pressed concern that as a re- 


'sult of the renewed discharge 


into the earth's environment 
of radioactive debris, there have 
been sharp increases in the 
levels of radioactive fallout. 

The Soviet Union, since it 
broke the three-year Soviet. 
British-U.S. moratorium on nu- 
clear tests, has set off at least 
20 atomic explosions in its cur- 
rent series of tests. 

The proposal noted that the 
World Meteorological Organiza- 
tion (WMO) has a system for 


‘routine reporting of atmosphe- 


ric conditions from a worldwide 
network of stations. It urged 
WMO, in consultation with the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA), to extend the 
system to include measurements 
of radioactivity. 


Nations sponsoring the pro- 
posal were Argentina, Austria, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
Costa Rica, Ecuador, Denmark, 
Guatemala, Iran, Japan, - the 
Netherlands, New Zealand, Nor- 
way, Pakistan, Panama, Spain, 
Tunisia and Uruguay. 


New Peak Recorded

The largest amount of radio- 
activity since Russia resumed 
nuclear weapon tests Sept. 1 
was recorded yesterday at Wak- 
kanal, Hokkaido, the Meteor- 
ological Agency announced last 
night. 

Wak- 
kanai, which was registered in 
the rain yesterday, was 38,600 
counts per liter per minute, ac- 
cording to the announcement.

The announcement said 42 de- 
fendants were sentenced to 
prison terms ranging from 6 
months to 30 years, 10 were 
acquitted, and 16 were sent to 
a rehabilitation farm “to win 
them over to Cuba's socialist re- 
volution.” 

The charge against Fundora 
asserted he fled to the United 
States last year, and returned 
Jan. 7 after being trained in 
subversive activities by the U.S.

Russian Leaves the Netherlands 


Dutch Envoy Expelled 
From Russia in Protest 


MOSCOW ({(AP)—The Soviet 
Union withdrew its ambassador 
from the Netherlands Friday and 
ordered the Dutch Ambassador 
to leave Moscow in protest 
against the dispute between 
Soviet. Embassy officials and 
police at Schipol Airport Oct. 9. 

In a note sent 
to the Dutch 
Govern ment, 
the Soviet 
Gover nment 
declared police 
had made a 
“shameful pro- 
vocation” 
against the per 
son of the So- 
viet Ambas 
sador Ponoma- ‘” 
renko who was Ponomarenke 
performing his duties of pro- 
tecting Soviet citizens. 


The affair grew out of a con- 
troversy over a Soviet tourist 
named Alexeiva Golub whose 
husband had defected while on 
a tour in the Netherlands. 
The Russian woman arrived at 
the airport evidently prepared 
to depart but Dutch police in- 
sisted on talking to her to see 
whether she was leaving of 
her own free will. 

In the note delivered to the 
Dutch Friday the Soviet Gov- 
ernment accused the police of 
an intentional provocation made 
with the knowledge of the 
Netherlands Government. 

After the affair Soviet Ambas- 
sador Ponomarenko was rebuk- 
ed by the Dutch Foreign Office. 
The Russians refused to accept 
the blame. 

“The Soviet Government re- 
jects as slanderous the contents 
of the aide memoire of the 
Netherlands Government of Oct. 
12 blaming the personnel of the 
Soviet Embassy,” the note said. 

The Soviet note insisted that 
the Dutch police had precipitat- 
ed the action and were wholly 
responsible for the affair. 

Ponomarenko left Thursday 
from Schiphol Airport for Mos- 
cow, presumably to attend the 
coming congress of the Commu- 
nist Party. 

The two Soviet diplomats 
who were expelled by the Dutch 
Government were S. W. Chibaev 
and A. D. Popov.

Soviets Launch 
Rocket Into Pacific 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet

Canada, India Attaches 
Beaten Up by Egyptians 


CAIRO (AP)—The Canadian 
and Indian embassies confirm- 
ed Friday that a military at- 
tache of each nation was beat- 
en up by a group of Egyptians 
during the recent Syrian cri- 
sis. 

The two attaches were badly 
beaten, though not seriously in- 
jured. 

Neither embassy would com- 
ment beyond confirming the in- 
cident had taken place and a 
protest had been made to 
Egyptian authorities. It is un- 
derstood Figyptian Officials al- 
ready have extended verbal re- 
grets, promised an investigation 
and promised to pursue the mat- 


ities thus far have declined 
comment. There has been no 
mention of the incident in the 
Cairo press. However, the inci- 
dent has been known to the 
Egyptian foreign colony for 
several days. 

Reliably inforrned sources say 
the two attaches were taken 
from the car in which they 
were riding—which carried dip- 
lomatic license plates — and 
beaten following an involved in- 
cident with an army convoy.

grenades and bullets, but only 
after cars parked on the nar-| 
row streets were damaged by} 
iron bars and clubs.

Another four persons were 
injured later when a fleeing 
band of rebel leaders threw 
three grenades into a European 
crowd. The rebels. police said, 
were in a small Moslem gro- 
cery when a plastic bomb—fa- 
vorite weapon of the European 
Secret Army—blasted open the 
front. 

In a nearby neighborhood a 
group of kKhaki-clad Moslems 
opened fire from a car on @ 
group of passersby, killing a 
European and injuring two 
Moslems. 

In the half dozen plastic 
bomb explosions of the day, 
one shook the Oran Prefecture 
Building during a _ high-level 
conference on ways to control 
the rising wave of terrorism in 
Algeria's second-largest city. 

Conferring were Jean Morin, 
French administrator for Alge- 
ria, and Gen. Charles Alleret, 
commander in chief for the 
territory. No one was hurt by 
the bomb, which had been plac- 
ed in a garbage chute. 

Another plastic bomb destroy- 
ed the car of an editorial writer 
for the daily “Oran Republl- 
can.”

New Microscope 
Slated by Savant 


KANAZAWA (Kyodo) — A 
Japanese professor Friday an- 
nounced plans to develop the 
world’s first neutron microscope 
shortly. 


The announcement was made 
by Prof. Yoshiro Kainuma of 
Nagoya University before the 
15th annual congress of the Ja- 
pan Society of Physics, now in 
progress at Kanazawa. 


He said the neutron micro- 
scope should be more fit for 
checking the interior of thick 
metal materials and other 
objects than ordinary X-ray de- 
vices. 


Neutrons are 1,000 times more 
powerful than ordinary X-rays 
in penetrating matter and its 
rays are subject to far less ab- 
sorption, he said. 

The new microscope will have 
a structure similar to the X-ray 
microscope involving the use of 
concave lenses. Images will be 
recorded photographically on 
a dry plate through iridium 
film, he added.

Put in Financial Pinch

A Tokyo taxi driver who runs 
a small home for orphans be- 
sides his cab is in a financial 
pinch today with a broken right 
leg. 

The cabble, Hajime Yama- 
guchi, 34-year-old driver of To 
kyo’s Daiwa Taxi Co., broke his 
right leg in a traffic accident 
last August and is still unable 
to work today because his leg 
is in a cast, 


The impact of the accident 
was equally felt by his 23-year- 
old wife, one-year-old daughter 
and six boys and girls between 
the ages of 11 and 19 he was 
taking care of in his home which 
he named “The Lighthouse.” 
But it was especially severe on 
Toshie Sasaki, 17, whg?was hop- 
ing to have an ear dperation to 
improve her near-deafness with 
the bonus Yamaguchi got last 


summer. The entire sum went 
for his surgery and hospital 
fees. 


Yamaguchi started what has 
now become a haven for six 
underprivileged boys and girls 
three years ago when he pick- 
ed up a youth as a fare. 

After riding the taxi for a 
¥700-distance, the boy tried to 
run away without paying but 
was caught by Yamaguchi. 


Questioning revealed that the 


youth was an 18-year-old 
orphan who had left a Metro- 
politan Government managed 


orphanage a short while ago 
(an orphan can stay in public 
institutions only until he be- 
comes 18). He found a job at 
a store but was fired when he 
became sick. He said he was 
penniless and was looking for 
a friend's home to borrow 
money but could not find it. 


Moved by the boy's story, 
Yamaguchi decided then and 
there to bulld a home for un- 
fortunate children like this pen- 
niless orphan. 


With his wife’s hearty co- 
operation, the cabbie was able 
to save '¥60,000 five months 
later. Their story was report- 
ed by a ve nacuiar paper and 
with the help from various 
wc liwishers, including the 
owner of the taxi company, 
Yamaguchi opened a modest, 
two-story wooden house in 
Yamatomachi. 


Before long, the Yamaguchis 
had many applications from un- 
fortunate children and the num- 
ber of his beneficiaries in- 
creased to five in two years. 


Yamaguchi was able to sup- 
port the home because he 
neither smoked nor drank. 


He got the sixth child, a Hiro- 
shima-born 16-year-old girl, last 
year. She lost her father in the 
A-bomb blast when she was 
seven months old and had been 
raised by her mother who also 
was suffering from some symp- 
toms of A-bomb disease, notably 
anemia. The girl herself had 
received damage on her ear- 
drums and became half-deaf. 


Because of her hearing de- 
fect, she was barely able to fin- 
ish the primary school and had 
a rather low IQ. Her mother, 
now almost bed-ridden, is in 
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Kobe. She read about Yama- 
guchi’s home in a local paper 
and thought it was the place for 
her unfortunate daughter.

On the Kabukiza Stage 


Program Fetes 350 Years of Kabuki 


KABUKIZA:

Another festival is on at the 
Jiabukiza this month. Follow- 
ing last month’s celebration of 
the 70th anniversary of the 
Kabukiza Theater, this month 
gees the celebration of the 
250th anniversary, more or less, 
of Kabuki itself. There may be 
something a little arbitrary 
about both the dates; but if 
Kabuki needs a shot in the arm 
to perk it up, the festivals do 
help. And the so-called “Ka- 
buki Festival” this month lives 
up to its name and its aim by 

enting a pretty fair if 
phazard resume of various 
aspects of Kabuki and Kabuki 
history, although certainly not 
complete or coordinated in any 
way. 

The number that has most 
directly to do with the 350-year- 
eld history of Kabuki is “Ka- 
buki Rekishi Zu-E” which is 
actually a sort of showy 
Kabuki revue number; but 
which avoids the pitfalls of the 
usual revue takeoff by staying 
strictly traditional throughout 
instead of branching off into 
the “modern” experiments of 
indiscriminate mixture. 

In the course of its six specta- 
cular scenes there are present- 
ed brief excerpts from stylized 
and stereotyped scenes that may 
be considered the essence of 
Kabuki bravura spectacle style, 
namely in the gaudy “Oshi- 
modoshi” that features a 
brawny and somewhat comic 
stalwart defender of the op 

essed coming to the rescue 
against a host of bluish-white 
faced tyrants, and the “Saya- 
ate” in which two nattily 
dressed galiants, rivals in love 
and in loyalties, come face to 
face in the familiar lantern-lit, 
cherry-blossom lined avenue of 
the Yoshiwara geisha quarters, 
tilt swords against each other, 
and call reluctant quits when 
a sophisticated geisha-house 
madam intervenes and acts as 
arbitrator. 


Three of the scenes are 


specially arranged and chore- 
ographed for the occasion and 
feature respectively the Saru- 
waka dance of Saruwaka Kan- 
zaburo, credited with being the 
founder of Edo Kabuki, and the 
Kabuki Odori as performed by 
Okuni of Izumo, a Woman 
dancer and former medium of 
Izumo Shrine who is said to be 
the founder of the Okuni Ka- 
buki, forerunner of the Grand 
Kabuki of today. 


The remaining scene doffs the 
hat to the puppet theater whose 
libretto Kabuki uses liberally 
and which largely influenced 
the development of Kabuki 
drama. In something rather 
unusual, performers from the 
Bunraku doll drama of Osaka 
make a special appearance in 
this scene and come complete 
with dolls, manipulators and 
musicians to perform the 

pular “Kitsune-bi” or Fox- 
res Scene from “Honcho 
Nijushi Ko,” a scene that is 
equally popular in the Kabuki 
version. 


As can be seen from the 
listing, the six as scenes are 
not necessarily related to one 
another in theme nor in chrono- 
logical historical order (Okuni 
Kabuki is the finale rather than 
the beginning in ‘the group). 
But it is a revue in the better 
sense of the word; and specta- 
cular use is made of the various 
unigue facilities of the Kabuki 
stage itself, with lifts, hana- 
michi, revolving stage, back- 
drops and wings each receiving 
full play to shift one scene into 
the next with not a moment 
lost in between. 

This, after all, is another of 
the special features of Kabuki 
showdom. The bilack-hooded 
stage-hands do not come out 
for a hand, but they are de- 
cidedly responsible for much 
of the effect in their smooth 
handling of this number. 

Old Kabuki is represented by 
“Sakaya,” a play generally more 
often seen in the original doll 
drama version than in Kabuki 
because a major feature of the 
number is a famous “mono- 
logue” by the heroine which is 
one of the masterpieces of 
Joruri narrative music, and 
must be sung by a good narrator 
to the side of the stage for full 
effect. This deprives the actor 
of a chance to speak the words 
himself, reducing him to just 


miming in semidance move- 
ments. But “reducing him to” 
is perhaps not quite the right 
term when the performer hap- 
pens to be adequate to the situa- 
tion; and Utaemon acting out 
unhappy wife Osono’s sorrow at 
her husband's infidelity is cer- 
tainly equal to the part. 

On the evening program, the 
classic Kabuki representation is 
in Act IX of “Chushingura,” 
in which Tonase (Utaemon) 
brings her daughter Konami 
(Tokizo) to the retreat of Yura- 
nosuke in order to demand con- 
summation of the marriage of 
Konami to her fiance Rikiya, 
Yuranosuke’s son. The tragedy 
that was to culminate in the 
famed Chushingura vendetta 
has prevented the marriage be- 
cause of the ensuing bad rela- 
tions between the two families. 


The first half of the scene is 
almost wholly a feminine drama, 
requiring three fine female im- 
personators to take the roles of 
Tonase, Konami and Oishi, Yura- 
nosuke’s wife. The confronta- 
tion shows Oishi cold and sus- 
picious, Konami appealingly 
wistful and young, Tonase anxi- 
ously loving and solicitous with 
her daughter, while tactfully 
trying to put in a dignified plea 
for her daughter's sake. 

One beautifully impressive 
feature of this scene is the man- 
ner in which the wail of the 
“shakuhachi” (bamboo oboe) 
played outside by a “komuso” 
(itinerant acolyte), in reality 
Konami's father, mingles with 
that of the shamisen played by 
the Joruri accompanist to the 
side, in a moving, subdued duet 
suggestive of very sad muffled 
sobs. The “duet” takes place as 
mother and daughter, having 
been coldly refused their re- 
quest by Oishi, prepare to die 
together in the yard; and forms 
one of the most effective bits 
of background music in Kabuki, 
in which effective background 
effects is by no megns rare. 

A tightly knit drama is Seika 
Mayama’s “Yoritomo no Shi,” 
a representative example of the 
newer Kabuki (1932). The play 
features veteran Osaka Kabuki 
performer Jukal who performs 
with fire and passion belying 
his 75 years. 

The story is about young sho- 
gun Yorile whose father Yort- 
tomo, founder of the Minamoto

shogunate, had died under my- 
sterious circumstances. Yoriile 
suspects assassination and is a)l- 
most like a madman in his at- 
tempts to learn the truth from 
the few whom he knows holds 
the secret locked in their hearts 
—his mother, elder counselor 
Hiromoto, and a young samurai 
named Shigeyasu who for some 
unknown reason is involved. 
The clashing of personalities 
and of wills in this play make 
it a typical tense example of 
neo-Kabuki at its best; and 
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Jukai who is recognized as a 
master-hand at this role, gives it 
the almost demented fervor that 
it demands. " 

And although there is little 
space left for them, “Ume-Bozu” 
features Kanzaburo as the cre- 
dited originator of the popular 
“Kappore” dance, in a play writ- 
ten by Hideji Hojo. nd Kan- 
zaburo is also the star perfor- 
mer in the dance “Funa Ben- 
kei,” a remarkably faithful 
adaptation of the Noh of the 
same title.

Most representatives of the Japanese firms invited to the 


MITI Probes 
Alien Bank 
Validations 


The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry has started 
probing into the circumstances 
behind the exorbitant amount 
of import validations totaling 
over $100 million reported by 
foreign exchange banks for a 
single day—Sept. 16. 

MITI authorities suspect that 
the exchange banks were guilty 
of manipulations in conspiracy 
with trading firms in violation 
of the Foreign Trade and Ex- 
change Control Law. They be- 
lieve an attempt was made to 
evade the application of the im- 
port guarantee money increase 
put into effect on Sept. 18. 

Zenei Imai, director of 
MITI's International Trade 
Bureau, has sent inquiries to 55 
foreign exchange banks for ex- 
planations for the oversized 
amount of import validations 
reported for Sept. 16, which 
was Saturday—a half-day holli- 
day for banks. 

The import validations for 
the whole of September amount- 
ed to an all-time high of $608 
million, or $102 million more 
than the previous month's fig- 
ure, according to MITI’s an- 
nouncement Friday. 

The excessive amount of im- 
port validations for Sept. 16 
were mostly for machines, on 
which the import guarantee 
money rates have been raised 
from zero to 5 to 35 per cent 
‘since Sept. 18. 

The amount of validations for | 
machines during September was 
about double that for August, 
MITI said. 

MITI officials also noted that 
the move to increase the import 
guarantee money rates was an- 
nounced at 1 p.m. on Sept. 16, 
when banks had already closed 
their doors and as Japan was

In view of these circum- 
stances, officials suspect that the 
exchange banks were deluged 
with applications for import 
validations from trading firms 
on Sept. 18, but moved the date 
of acceptance to Sept. 16 in 
order to evade the application 
of the higher import guarantee 
money rates.

Guides and Hosts 


At the recent Japan-American Mayors and Chamber of 
Commerce Presidents Conference, held in Portland, Ore- 
gon, “people-to-people” programs were singled out for the 
significant role they play in the cause of world peace. 

Of course, the conference itself is an excellent example 


of that. 


It has met for the past several years, alternately 


in Japan and in America, and. become a strongly fixed 
thing. As a result, many bonds of friendship have deve- 
loped, on a close, personal basis, between civic leaders 
from either side of the Pacific. 

The main reason such a thing was so unlikely in the 
years before the Pacific War is simply that travel between 


the two countries was not nearly as easy then. 


One is 


inclined to wonder if the war would have come about if 
there had been as much travel across the Pacific as there 


is today. 


War dangers aside; there are plenty of problems in 
peaceful relations, too, which are smoothed by the under- 


standing that develops from direct human contacts. 


We 


rejoice in the increasing flood of visitors to these shores, 

once so isolated from the rest of the world. 
Every year sees the numbers growing. An estimated 

248,000 this year, 293,000 next year, 350,000 the year after, 


and 550,000 in 1964, 


However, such a rapid increase is putting a strain on 


the host. 


Hotel and other needed facilities may be en- 


larged in time to keep up with the demand, but what is 
currently worrying government and private tourism circles 
is a shortage of people to serve as hosts—that is, in the 
common, impersonal phrase, tourist guides. 

There are only some 900 licensed guides in the country 
now, and the Transportation Ministry has set about see- 


ing how the ranks can be increased. 


It is not going to 


be an easy matter, because with the employment situation 
as favorable as it is now, people are not attracted to this 
unsteady kind of work. To meet that very problem, the 
ministry is seeking some sort of arrangement with the 
Japan Sightseeing Interpreters Association that will keep 
guides on a full-time pay basis. 

Even if this is worked out, we do not expect the res- 
ponse from the working population to be at all adequate. 


The idea is good; it is even essential. 


But there will be 


normal limits to the number of people qualffied and inter- 


ested in careers as professional guides. 


Other ways of 


meeting the gap will have to be pursued at the same time. 
When Rotary International met here this spring, the 
Japan Travel Bureau was able to contract with only 200 


licensed guides, 


They met the situation by hiring 120 


university students and giving them a one-week training 


course, 


That is doubtless what will have to be done again and 


again. 


Why not recognize the fact squarely and set up a 


continuing program, to train seasonal or part-time guides? 
This way, a longer Yraining period ought to be possible. 
y

Japan’s Trade Impasse 


Crux of Problem Whether Exports to U.S. Can Be Boosted 


The Government has an- 
nounced over-all policies for re- 
vamping the deteriorating inter- 
national accounts and made 
known its determination to pro- 
mote exports and halt excessive 
growth of economy for that pur- 
pose. 

Whether or not the Govern- 
ment’s policies succeed in put- 
ing Japarfs economic develop- 
ment on a steady keel, backed 
by a healthy balance of in- 
ternational accounts, and how 
long that will take will depend 
on how Japan manages to over- 
come the two key factors that 
prompted the deterioration in 
international accounts—a stale- 
mate in exports and progressive- 
ly and swiftly expanding im- 
ports. | 

The key point of the problem 


is whether or not Japan 
manages to break the current 
impasse in exports to the 


United States, which buys up 
about 30 per cent of Japan's 
total exports. 


It might be expedient to take 
a look now at the current state 
and future prospects for Japan's 
exports to the United States in 
the face of the approaching first 
conference next month of the 
Japan-U.S. Joint Economic Com- 
mittee. 

Exports Prop in 1960 

Japanese exports to the 
United States have been increas- 
ing slightly recently. 

Exports registered a sharp 
drop during the last half of 
last year because of the busi- 
ness recession and dollar pro- 
tection policy of the United 
States. In fiscal 1960 Japan’s 
export to the U.S. was smaller 
in amount than the preceding 
year for the first time since 
fiscal 1953. 


Japanese exports and imports 
to and from the US. which 
had been approximately 
balanced for several years up 
to 1959, suddenly went off bal- 
ance during the January-June 
period this year, and registered 
total exports of only $450 
million against imports of $1,018 
million, 


However, several economic in- 
dices compiled recently indicate 
that with the U.S. recession 
having passed its worst state 
early this year, Japan’s trade 
balance with that country will 
also turn upward gradually. 


L/Cs Increase 


Statistics compiled by the cus- 
toms office show that Japanese 
exports to the U.S. in January 
this year were lower by 13 
per cent than the corresponding 
month last year, recording a 
total of only $54 million, but 
exports continued to go up 
monthly except for April, and 
in July it reached $98 million, 
surpassing. the export volume 
for the corresponding month 
last year for the first time this 
year. 


The issue of export letters of 
credit, one of the _ reliable 
figures to predict a nation’s ex- 
port trend, also indicated that 
in January it dropped to $69 
million, registering a decrease 
by 14 per cent from January 
1960, but in May it surpassed 
the figure recorded a year be- 
fore and reached $97 million 
and in August it went over the 
$100 million mark for the first 
time since March last year. 

Although figures indicate a 
favorable turn in Japanese ex- 
ports to the U.S., economic ex- 
perts here are not agreed on 
how fast. exports will recover. 


Optimistic View 


Some of the local economic 
experts pointing out the unex- 
pectedly rapid economic re- 
covery of the U.S., claim that 
this will sooner or later be re- 


. flected on Japanese exports to 


the U.S., predicting that. this 
year’s Japanese exports to that 
country will surpass those wit- 
nessed last year by some 30 
per cent and reach $1,300 mil- 
lion. 


Two reasons lie behind this 
bright picture for the period to 
come. 


First, it is pointed out, the 
U.S. gross national product for 
this year's July-September 
period computed on a yearly 
basis is expected to register 
$526,000 million, shattering the 
country’s highest record of the 
same yearly production rate of 
$515,000 million for the April- 
June period. 

Secondly, past examples show 
that Japan's exports to the U.S. 
chalk up a rapid increase when

the U.S. is recovering from 
economic recession. In 1958, for 
example, when the US. was 
regaining its prosperity, Japa- 
nese exports to that country 
showed an increase of 50 per 
cent over the preceding year. 

More conservative, however, 
are the MITI and Bank of 
Japan authorities who presume 
some $1,100 milljon or about 10 
per cent over last year would 
be about the maximum target 
figure they could reasonably 
hope for this year. 

Other Modest Outlook 


This conservative estimation 
is partly ascribable to the un- 
expectedly sharp decline in 
Japan's exports to the United 
States during the first half of 
this fiscal year. 

More basically, however, they 
attribute this modest outlook to 
several strange, hitherto wun- 
noticeable factors which are 
now being interwoven into the 
process of U.S. recovery from 
its business recession and also 
into the trend of Japan's export 
trade with that country. 


For one thing, the recent 
economic indices in the United 
States indicate that, while U-S. 
economy has already broken 
through the prerecession stand- 
ards and risen to an all-time 
high in terms of GNP and in- 
dices of industrial and mining 
production, the national con- 
sumption trend is still leveling 
off and has not yet recovered 
the prerecession peak. 

This phenomenon can be 
taken to mean that in the 
United States, national consump- 
tion has not yet attained a de- 
gree of recovery that may fa- 
vorably affect Japan's exports to 
that country which are for a 
greater part made up of com- 
sumer goods. 


Structural Change 


The second factor is the re- 
cent gradual change in the 
structure of Japan's exports to 
the United States. 


For instance, the export 
volume of apparel, in particu- 
lar, an item which has so far 
remained at the top of the list 
of Japan's exports to the United 
States in terms of dollar re 
ceipts, has dropped sharply. 


Based on the figures re 
gistered since the beginning of 
this year, the export volume of 
this item during the January- 
March period decreased to 61.2 
per cent of the amount re- 
gistered curing the correspond- 
ing peridd of 1960 and this 
ratio further dropped to 59 per 
cent for the April-June period. 


In the case of footwear such 
as rubber sandals, the ratio for 
the January-March period was 
a low 53.5 per cent and that 
for the April-June period was 
59.6 per cent, respectively. 


Emphasis Shifting 


On the other hand, ma- 
chineries spearheaded by such 
items as sewing machines, cam- 
eras and transistor radios are 
on a steady upswing. The ratio 
for machineries was 104.2 per 
cent for the January-March 
period and 106.8 per cent for 
the April-June period. 


Iron and steel products too 
have scored a notable sharp 
gain. The ratio, suddenly 
jumped from 54.5 per cent for 
the January-March period to 
103.6 per cent in the April-June 
period. 

Judging from all these trends, 
MITi officials in charge of 
trade point out that, of the 
four main pillars that support 
Japan’s export trade with the 
United States—textile products, 
sundries, machineries, and iron 
and steel goods, emphasis is to 
be laid on the last two items 
rather than on the first two in 
recent process of rehabilitating 
the nation’s foreign trade. 


The first point to be noted is 
while light industry products 
accounted for a decidedly high 
percentage of Japan’s exports to 
the United States, as compared 
to the European countries the 
emphasis was shifting from dai- 
ly sundries *o more durable, 
highly processed and high grade 
merchandise. 


The U.S. import restrictions, 
clamped down increasingly since 
last year, was regarded as one 
factor that induced the transi- 
tion, 


According to a recent survey,

Japan-Burma Talks 

It is a matter of profound 
regret that the Japan-Burma 
talks for reviewing the repara- 
tions a@greement ended in a 
suspension imposed at the re- 
quest of the Southeast Asian 
country. The only benefit of 
the talks was that the views 
of the two countries on the 
reparations issue has been 
clarified, providing a basis on 
which future talks can be con- 
ducted. It is hoped that the 
Burmese will have more under- 
standing of Japan’s position in 
offering less reparations hikes 
than the former desired. Any- 
way, if Burma recognized 
Japan’s sincerity and desire to 
be instrumental in helping 
Burma recover from World 
War II damage, it would cer- 
tainly try to meet this coun-

Coal Crisis 
Various moves are being 
made to ease the nation’s coal 
mining industry. Some Cabinet 


members are reportedly con- 
sidering revising or withdraw- 
ing the plan which aims at low- 
ering the coal price by ¥1,200. 
But the plan was drawn up to 
counter repercussions from the 
liberalization of coal imports 
and it must not be revised or 
withdrawn at this time.  In- 
stead, the 
increase its funds for modern- 
izing the coal mining industry. 
At the same time, the demand 
for coal, which is sharply drop- 
ping, should be increased -by 
establishing thermal power 
plants. When the moderniza- 
tion plans are undertaken, 
many worker's at the coal mines 


will be laid off, and it is nec-, 


essary for the Government to 
take positive steps to solve the 
expected unemployment prob- 
lem. It is time fo? the Gov- 
ernment, the management of 
the mines and the coal miners 
to cooperate with each other to 
avert a crisis in this industry.

Buy Japanese 

Use of Japanese-made goods 
by the Japanese public has be- 
come a problem with the re- 
cent deterioration of Japan's 
international account and trade 
liberalization. For this country 
which must depend upon for- 
eign imports for the bulk of its 
raw materials, there is no other 
efiective way of economizing 
its foreign currency reserve 
than having the general public 
use home-made goods as much 
as possible. It is regretable, that 
there is a practice here of res- 
pecting foreign goods and 
thinking little of domestic pro- 
ducts, The problem is that 
Japanese industry has “abnor- 
mal interest” in foreign indus- 
trial machines and everyday 
consumer goods. They must 
not. forget that even domestic 
production technique and home- 
made goods are approaching the 
internétional level. — Sankei 
Shimbun

Traffic Accidents 
Traffic accidents caused by 
automobiles and trucks have in- 
cressed of late again. Despite 
Safety Week now being observ- 
ed, the number of children kill- 


ed by traffic accidents has 
jumped tremendously. It is 
hoped that every individual 


motorist will be more careful in 
driving and more concerned 
about the traffic problem. Dur- 
ing the first half of this year, 
there were 68,556 traffic accid- 
ents including 581 killed, 2,689 
seriously injured and 25,053 
slightly injured. Topping the 
list were accidenjs caused by 
violation of traffic regulations. 
People must bear in mind that 
the above statistics are from a 
survey made by the Metropoli- 
tan Police Department. It clear- 
ly shows that observance of 
motoring regulations will min- 
imize the occurrence of such 
accidents.—Yomiuri Shimbun

The restrictions are particular. 
ly severe in the case of non- 
durable products like textiles 
and sundries which pose com- 
petition to medium and smaller 
enterprisers in the United 
States. 

The second point to be noted 
in regard to recent Japanese ex- 
ports to the United States is 
that items that used to be pri- 
marily responsible for expan- 
sion in exports—raw silk, cot- 
tor. products, plywood, footwear 
and transistor radios—have hit 
the ceiling, and no new pro- 
ducts have appeared to take 
their place. 

Eight-millimeter movie cam- 
eras, bicycles, pleasure boats, 
synthetic plastic material and 
tape recorders are considered 
promising products, 
current volume of exports 
not so large. 

Some trade experts say, how- 
ever, that it would be better 
to tap the U.S. market steadily 
and over a wide area im line 
with the changing trends in 
consumption rather than con- 
centrate on a few star products. 

Other Competitors 

Concentration on a few pro- 
ducts, these experts say, is 
bound to invite excessive com- 
petition among their makers, 
floundering prices, and subse- 
quent import restrictions in the 


is 


United States. 
Thirdly, Japanese commodi- 
ties in the U.S. market are 


caught in a pincer attack put 
up on one hand by advanced 
European countries and on the 
other by newly emerging Asian 
nations. 


For one thing, Japan once 
succeeded in expanding its share 
of such products as apparel, cot- 
ton textile goods and plywood 
in the U.S. market, by relying 
upon its then unique weapon— 
low prices—and thus overriding 
Western competitors. 


Today, however, it is with this 
same weapon that these Japa- 
nese products are being pushed 
into a tight spot by like pro- 
ducts from Hongkong, India and 
the Philippines. 

New Stage of Trade 

Meanwhile, Japan is still un 
able to boost as it wishes ex- 
ports of high-class commodities 
such as cameras, automobiles, 
and woolen textile goods, whose 
share it now wants to see boost- 
ed in the future U.S. market by 
all means. Standing in the way 
is stiff international competition 
put up by Western exporters. 


In short, Japan’s export trade 
with the U.S. seems to have 
passed a stage where there was 
always a ready outlet for its 
products so long as they were 
cheap and attractive from the 
American customer's viewpoint. 
The new stage Japan is about 
to enter may thus be described 
as a sort of “maturity period.” 


In other words, Japan. is fast 
exhausting the advantages of 
two favorable phenomena—the 
post-World War II change in 
U.S. consumption structure and 
the unsuccessful endeavors on 
the part of Western countries to 
rapidly rehabilitate their war- 
torn industries and thus to 
create, as they did in prewar 
days, surplus products that can 
be directed to the U.S. markets 
as their exports. 


Steps to Be Taken 


By virtue of these two fa- 
vorable factors, Japan up to 
1959 was able to expand its 
exports continuously to the 
United States at a tempo faster 
than the latter's gross imports 
had increased. Japan thus was 
able to climb all the way up 
the ladder until it became the 
second largest exporter to the 
U.S., only next to Canada (this 
year, however, Japan dropped to 
third, having been outstripped 
by Venezuela). 


Since these favorable factors 
are fading away, Japanese ex- 

rters and manufacturers must 

ome more aggressive in ex- 
ploring new outlets for their 
goods. They must improve the 
quality of their products, think 
up new ideas, carry out adequate 
market surveys and develop 
scientific sales techniques, if 
they are to win out. 


And, the first step toward a 
rejuvenated export trade policy 
would be for Japanese traders 
and makers to refrain from 
engaging in excessive competi- 
tion marked by the practice of 
pulling others down in an 
arbitrary attempt to get the up- 
per hand. : 


They should also discard théir 
opportunistic manner in doing 
business—relaxing efforts for ex- 
port promotion whenever the 
national consumption trend 
begins to pick up and clamor- 
ing for foreign orders whenever 
it starts dwindling.

Later in the week, however, 
the ROK Government named 
former Bank of Korea Gover- 
nor Pai Ui Hwan as its chief 
delegate and the talks are now 
scheduled to begin on Friday. 

The man in the spotlight, Sugi 
is currently chairman of the 
Japan External Trade Organi- 
zation (JETRO). The 77-vear- 
old veteran businessman served 
for six consecutive terms or 14 
vears since 1946 as president of 
the Osaka Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry. He has 
been the JETRO head since 
1958. 

Born in Yamaguchi Pre- 
fecture, Sugi was graduated 
from the political economy de- 
partment of Keio University in 
1908 and has since worked in 
the business field, holding a 
number of executive positions 
in various companies. 

A man of frank and sincere 
personality, Sugi was often 
called upon to settle crucial dis- 
putes In business circles because 
of his good naturednfess and his 
reputation as a business leader. 

In 1957, he was appointed 
personal envoy of the then 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
to conclude immigration agree- 


ments with the Paraguayan 
Government. He has traveled 
overseas countless times as 


chairman of JETRO to promote 
foreign trade of this country. 

After leaving the post of 
OCCI president last October, he 
resigned from most of some 200 
posts he held, determined to 
serve fulltime in his present 
position.

Even if Japan renounced the islands there is no reason whv

Francisco Peace Treaty. 


The secret agreement at Yalta is a blackmarket transaction 
that is not even referred to in the Potsdam Declaration.

Thank you, Mr. Ernst Seiler! 
(Japan Times, Oct. 7). Exactiy 
what | have been wanting to 
say; only I was too lazy. 


While I appreciate the valiant 
efforts of the Times translator 
(quite beyond my own powers) 
to recreate the spirit of haiku 
poems in English rhyme and 
rhythm, I am afraid this only 
results in a sort of jingle-janglie 
which completely destroys the 
original evocation. It seems to 
me that the only way is to 
try to absorb the spirit of the 
original, and then render it (as 
far as such a thing is possible) 
in the simplest of English free 
verse. 


I hope Mr. Seiler will forgive 
me if I presume to correct him 
on his interpretation of Sodo’s 


haiku concerning “Yado no 
haru.” “Yado” here is “dwel- 
ling” and not “inn.” Also, 


“haru” (in terms of the ancient 


calendar) is used in the sense 
of “New Year.” “Are,” while 
it has the outward form of an 
imperative, may be considered 
here as a sort of present tense. 
And the poem is far from a 
lament. The nearest I can get 
be the sense in simple English 
s: 

“My home at New Year is 
bare. 
withal I am well con- 
tent.” 

Even this sounds jingly. Per- 
haps a better (and more 
literal) version would be: 

“My home at New Year has 
nothing; 

So, verily, it has everything.”
